Abiding Conception. 


We have one fixed, abiding, persist- 


ent conception of tho Russian revolu- 
tionist as a man with a deadly hatred 
of the csaj. 
We don't understand

tem ot society, that he bad a whole 
vast creed of social betterment in 
which the overthrow of the czar was 
nothing but an Incident. 


There never was a broader creed. 


It embraced the whole world. 


The 
R u s s i a n 
revolutionist 


dreamed of a free Russia only as 
part of a free world. 
Free not 


alone from czars and political des- 
potism, but free also from pov- 
erty, Injustice, hatred, competition 
—and war. 


All mankind in one great fart* 


lly; all races In one great nation. 


Happiness, Joy, sufficiency for 


all; and universal peace. 
In that dream he cared little more 


tor Russia than for any other corner 
of the world federation 
Perhaps be 


cared not at all. for it, or made him 
self believe that he didn't. Anyway. 
all the ordinary appeals of patriotism 
that so much move other men came 
to seem to him not praiseworthy, as 
we think them, but hateful 


World patriotism was his creed Uni- 


versal brotherhood, universal good 
will, no more national barriers, no 
more national prejudices, made up its 
first article 
And universal peace 


Put Into Practice. 


To tell the truth it was a creed that 


in his time he did not expect .to sec 
put Into practice. He knew that some 
day It would come true, but for his 
own lifetime be looked forward to 
nothing tout covert agitation, secret 
meetings, perilous escapes from, the 
ever watchful police, and either Si- 
beria or the gallows as the boundary 
of his life 


The bloody story of the futile revo- 


lution ot 1905 taught him the terrible 
lesson. The czar and his power were 
fast rooted in the very foundations,of 
things, not to be torn out except with 
long, painful, toilsome efforts stretched 
over years.

The Hermans were beat- 
en back with heavy losses

prisoners now taken by the French 
exceeds 5,000 
The Germans also re- 


turned the attack on the Alsne front

Cerny and 
Hurtebise,

The British made their third 


attempt to recapture the positions re 
cently wrested from them near Epehy, 
northwest of St Quentiu. 


Determined Attack. 


A determined attack was made, In 


which the Germans employed flame 
throwers, but they were repulsed com 
pletely by the British, who held all 
their positions 


Heavy fighting continues on the 


southern Rumanian front 
The Rus- 


sians and Rumanians are offering stiff 
resistance, but Petrograd reports offi- 
cially that the Germans have been 
forced back further at several points

southwestern outskirts of the import-

OPENING OF CITY SCHOOLS. 
The Bismarck city schools will open 


September 4th, 1917. At this time we 
wish to have every pupil of school 
age in his place and ready for work. 
Years of experience have shown that 
the best results are obtained when 
pupils enter at the opening day and 
are regular and punctual in attend- 
ance mull the closing day. Those who 
were promoted June 8th should pre- 
sent promotion cards for admission. 
Those who were promoted at the close 
of the summer school for failures 
July 2uth, may present the cards re- 
ceived at that time, except those who 
are candidates for the high school. 
Those summer school pupils who wish 
to enter high school must do so with 
a wrftten statement to Principal Bolt 
from Superintendent Martin. One con- 
dition only, is permitted. Those not 
in possession of valid credentials are 
to enter the same grade as last year, 
and can only be promoted by passing 
an examination given under the direc- 
tion of the city superintendent. This 
regulation is necessary to maintain a 
high standard, and will be strictly ad- 
hered to.

1 desire to call your attention to 


Section 425 of the compiled laws of 
131H, which reads as follows: "Each 
parent or guardian having the care, 
custody or control of any minor or 
other person shall cause such minor 
or other person to be vaccinated." 
The state board of health, under re- 
cent ruling, fixe3 the time by stipu- 
lating that all children shall be vac-, 
clnated 
before being 
admitted 
to* 


school. 


I would ask you, therefore, to kind- 


ly enforce this mandate In the terri- 
tory over which you have jurisdic- 
tion by notifying the different school 
boards and teachers, requesting them 
to inform the patrons of their schools 
to have all children vaccinated who 
do not present evidence of recent vac- 
cination, before entering the tall term 
of school. 
The teachers should be 


further instructed and ordered to ex- 
clude any pupil who has not complied 
with the vaccination law. 


Any violation by school directors 


or teachers in allowing or permit- 
ting children to enter school without 
complying with this requirement will 
be subject to prosecution. 


Trusting the state board of health 


may have your Immediate co-opera- 
tion in this matter I am.
